INVENTORY  REPORT  FORM  INSTRUCTIONS 

1.  Only  those  public  school  districts  and  public  institutional  schools  that  have  participated  in  the 
Title  II  program  are  required  to  submit  an  inventory  report. 

2.  A  detailed  inventory  of  all  Title  1 1  materials  must  be  maintained  by  each  school  (Handbook  for 
iVIontana  Schools  -  ESEA  II,  Part  IV).  However,  for  the  purposes  of  this  inventory  report,  it  is 
necessary  to  enter  only  the  total  number  of  items  in  each  category  listed  on  the  form. 

3.  The  number  entered  on  the  form  in  the  "Previous  Inventory"  column  is  the  total  shown  for 
each  category  on  last  year's  inventory  report  form. 

4.  Only  those  items  for  which  your  school  has  received  reimbursement  from  ESEA  Title  II  funds 
are  to  be  counted  and  reported  in  the  appropriate  columns  under  "Type  of  Material." 

5.  Complete  the  calculations  for  each  category  under  "Type  of  Material"  and  record  the  total  in 
the  "Present  Inventory"  column. 

6.  Sign  the  report  indicating  your  title  and  the  date. 

7.  On  or  before  June  17,  1974,  submit  one  copy  of  the  Inventory  Report  to  Ruth  Lemon, 
accountant,  ESEA  Title  II,  Office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  Helena, 
Montana  59601.  Retain  the  other  copy  for  your  ESEA  Title  II  records. 

EVALUATION  REPORT  FORM 

1.  Only  those  public  school  districts  and  public  institutional  schools  participating  in  the  Title  II 
program  during  the  1973-74  are  required  to  submit  an  evaluation  report  (Handbook  for 
Montana  Schools  -  ESEA  Title  II,  Part  IV-D).  Thus,  only  those  schools  are  receiving  forms. 

2.  On  or  before  June  17,  1974,  submit  the  completed  Evaluation  Report  form  to  Ruth  Lemon, 
accountant,  ESEA  Title  II,  Office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  Helena  596G1; 
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1974-75  BUDGET  FOR  LIBRARY  RESOURCES 


Federal  regulations  for  ESEA  Title  II  stipulate  that  local  effort  must  be  maintained  in  order  for 
schools  to  participate  in  the  Title  II  program.  Accordingly,  it  is  necessary  that  the  amount  of  local 
funds  budgeted  for  library  resources  for  the  1974-75  school  year  be  equal  to  or  greater  than  the 
amount  of  local  funds  actually  spent  in  each  of  the  two  preceding  school  years  (1972-73  and 
1973-74).  For  public  schools,  local  effort  is  determined  by  comparing  the  amount  budgeted  for 
library  resources  in  Items  1-333  and  1-350  of  the  General  Funds  Budget  with  the  amount  spent  for 
1972-73  and  1973-74  (Items  1-333  and  1-350  of  the  financial  reports  for  those  years).  Eligibility  to 
participate  in  the  Title  II  program  is  contingent  upon  continued  effort  to  provide  library  resources 
from  local  funds. 

SUPPLEMENT  TO  AIDS  TO  MEDIA  SELECTION  FOR  STUDENTS  AND  TEACHERS 

In  the  past,  requests  have  been  received  by  this  office  for  a  reference  book  enabling  school 
personnel  to  purchase  better  quality  educational  materials  with  ESEA  Title  II  funds.  In  response  to 
this  request,  the  distribution  of  the  Supplement  to  Aids  to  Media  Selection  for  Students  and 
Teachers  is  intended  to  make  the  selection  of  these  materials  easier. 

As  a  practical  guide,  the  Supplement  provides  an  available,  comprehensive  source  list  for 
instructional  materials.  The  Supplement,  printed  by  the  U.S.  Government  Printing  Off  ice,  contains 
periodicals  and  book  lists  which  review  books,  audiovisual  materials,  and  sources  for  multi-ethnic 
instruction  appropriate  for  elementary  and  secondary  school  students.
